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STRIKE WILL BE NATIONAL. 
President of Printers’ Union Or- 
ders Men Out.

PEACE PLAN FALLS THROUGH. 


Conference with National Typothete 
Proves Fruitless. 


* The strike of the job printers to enforce 
the eight hour day will assume a national 
scope today, 

Internationa] President James M. Lynch 
sent out a general strike order at midnight to 
every important city of the country. Tele- 
grams announcing the action were received 
by the Chicago leaders and preparation for 
& more strenuous struggle locally followed 
immediately. 

The extension of the struggle will mean, 
according to conservative estimates, the 
walkout of between 5,000 and 6,000 men in the 
book and job shops of the country. Hereto- 
fore the contest for the eight hour day has 
been confined to Chichgo and a few smaller 
cities in the hope that either the union or 
the employers might yield pnd prevent a 
national fight. 


Lose Hope of Gicisiemine. 

Compromise «measures were abandoned by 
the union last night and the following mes- 
sage from President Lynch received here by 
President Wright of Chicago Typographical 
union No. 16 removed tht Ast hope of peace: 

‘*Typothete convertion at; Niagara Falls 
refused to accept reasonable proposition for 
settlement eight-hour difficulty. Indianapolis 
makes a demand this afternoon. On sugges- 
tion executive council other unions will make 
demands as soon as télegrams can be placed 
on the wire and the struggle will be made 
general except where contracts prevent im- 
mediate action.’ 

President Lynch and Vice President Hays 
had gone to Niagara Falls, where the Nation- 
al Typothet# were in session, on a fruitless 
mission to secure the postponement of the 
eight-hour struggle until Jan: 1 of next year. 


Many Ready to Strike. 

It was learned that the demands made of 
their employers by the Indianapolis printers 
were refused last evening and that 400 men 
were ready to strike this morning. In other 
cities practically the same situation existed. 
The strike may not become general, it was 
believed by local leaders, unttl next Monday, 
although the instructions of President Lynch 
constitute an immediate érder involving 
every local in the International Typograph- 
ical union. 

New York is the only important city in the 
country where the strike will be held off until 
January. An agreement with the New York 
Typothetae prevents action before that time 
without the breaking of contracts. 

In Milwaukee, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Omaha, Cincinnati, and practically all of the 
larger cities reports are expected in Chicago 
by this afternoon to the effect that the strike 
orders have been obeyed. 


Some Employers Give In. 


In Salt Lake City, San Francisco, Denver. 
and Springfield, lll, the employers already 
haveconceded the eight hour day to the union. 
Newspaper Offices in no case will be affected, 
except in some of the smaller cities, where 
the offices are ranked in ‘the job or book 
classes. 

While the strike has been in. progress in 
Chicago for two weeks the effect of its ex- 
tension to other cities will be felt almost 
immediately. The union leaders believe the 
broadening of the confilct will aid their cause, 
inastfauch as the dernand for nonunion print- 
ers suddenly will exceed the supply and em- 
ployers no longer will be able to gend their 
work to outside cities and towns. The Na-

CZAR TO PAY JAP $500,000,0007 


Strange Story Comes from London ofa 
Seeret Treaty Between Russia 
and Japan. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, | 

LONDON, Sept. 9,3 a.m,—An extraordinary 
story is published here@o the effect that the 
ezar of Russia has agreed privately to pay 
the emperor of Japan $500,000,000 during the 
next five years. 

According to the story this secret agree- 
ment explains Japan's apparent yielding in 
the negotiations at Portsmouth. 

The sum due to Japan for the maintenance 
of 65,000 Russian prisoners is to be deducted 
from the amount. 

The agreement provides that the $500,000. - 
000 is to be paid by the caar, thus enabling 
the Russians to declare that the Russian 
empire paid no indemnity to Japan. 

The Strange compact, it is said, was ar. 
ranged between the czar, the kaiser, and 
King Edward, the latter representing Japan 
and the kaiser acting as the czar’s adviser. 

The czar agreed to the plan in his confer- 
ence with the Kaiser on gi the imperial 
yacht in the Baltic sea,

Firm Declares Award Apparently Was 
Railroaded Through. 


New York, Sept. 8—[Special.}—To J. E. 
Markel of Omaha, who makes a specialty of 
feeding railroad employés, was awarded on 
Thursday the ¢oncession for boarding the 
government workmen on the isthmus of 
Panama for the next five years. 

The unsuccessful bidders, Hudgins & Du- 
mas, have protested to the president, and 
have asked him to direct Chairman Shonts 
of the canal commission *o withhold the 
award. ‘The contract involves an expendi- 
ture by the government and its employés 
of about $50,000,000 in the five year. 

In their dispatch to the president on Thurs- 
day Hudgins & Dumas say: 

“The circumstances connected with the 
awarding of this privilege seem to indicate 
collusion, one entire section ¢/ our bid, as we 
dis¢overed by examination, having been 
credited to Markel as an original production, 
while the precipitancy with which the bids 
were called for, without public advertise- 
ment and with no regular time set for receiv- 
ing and opening the said bids in the presence 
of bidders, warrant us in the assumption that 
a predisposition existed to award the con- 
tract to Markel and that other considerations 
were sacrificed to this end.” 


Menus Copied, He Says. 

Hudgins says his firm received a letter 
from Mr. Shonts during the last week of 
August, saying he would be giad to have the 
firm ‘‘send him sample menus for a week, 
as suggested.” 

Hudgins says he was surprised to s¢e his 
menus in Markel's bid, after he had been 
invited by Shonts to look over it Thursday. 

He says he and Dumas calculated that their 
figures would “‘ just cover the cost of food 
and service, but that we expected to make 
good profits from the sale of side lines of. 
goods, such as beverages, tobacco, and gen- 
eral commissary stores.

Riots Subside Wednesday. 

The rioting reached its height on Tuesday 
night. <All day Wednesday the city was 
quiet, but at nightfall the turbulence was 
resumed, but was less violent than on Tues- 
day night. The streets in the genter of the 
city began filling at dark. The first disturb- 
ance occurred in the vicinity of the resi- 
dence of Minister of Home Affairs Yoshi- 
kawa. A mob again attempteé to fire the 
structure, but were restrained by the guards. 
Considerable roughness and Oghting fol- 
lowed. Menacing crowds gathered in the 
neighborhood of the Metropolitan police 
headquarters. They refrained from attack- 
ing on account of the presence of a strong 
police reserve. 

The passage of street cars through the 
crowded streets angered the people and they 
began attacking and @stroying cars. They 
drove off the crews and passengers and set 
fire to the cars. Ten large cars were speedily 
destroyed. 

Thirty Persons Wounded. 

Altogether thirteen cars and one railway 
kiogk were destroyed in the rioting Wednes- 
day night. Thirty persons were wounded 
during the clashes with the police and many 
others were slightly wounded by stones in the 
crushes of the crowds. There were disturb- 
ances in the Kanda district of the city, but 
not serious. The crowd first threatened to 
burn the Russian cathedral, but a sergeant 
of the guard cleverly prevailed upon them to 
desist by telling the crowd that if the cathe- 
dral was destroyed he and the guard would 
commit suicide: The crowd agreed not to 
touch the cathedral, 

There was considerable disorder and noise 
in the district, but there was no destruction 
of property and no serious clashes between 
them and the police. Demonstrations against 
the metropolitan police headquarters con- 
tinued until a late hour. Crowds swarmed 
around the jail and hooted and threatened.

‘Company Often Has No Say. 

In speaking of the New York Life’s syndi+ 
cate transactions Mr. Randolph said it often 
happens that participation is allotted the 
company withott any formal agreement, 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., he said, merely notify 
them by ietter that they will extend ‘to th¢ 
New York Life certain participation at 4 
certain’ price. The New York Life acknowl- 
edges the letter, accepts with thanks and that 
is all that transpires. If they require money 
they send out a call and issue syndicate cert 
tificeates for. participation. §, 

Mr. Randeiph admitted that the New York 
Life knew nothing about the profits that were 
made. They had to rely entirely on the hon- 
esty of the syndicate managers. He said it 
was not regarded as good form to inquire 

about the details in regard to profits. He 
added: 

“} don’t think you would be in the syndi- 
cate again if you made Such a request,” 

Mr. Randolph admitted that it was “ Very 
much like a blind pool,” but later he ne

Some of the Enormous Salaries. 


Mr. Randolph, at the morning session, sut~ 
mitted to the committee a list of the salaries 
paid officers of the New York Life since 1877. 
The exhibit shows that the president of the 
company that year received $31,250. Prest- 
dent McCall's salary at present is $100,000 a 
year: In 1892, thé year of his election to the 
office, his salary was $40,000 for the first six 
months and $60,000 for the last six months; 
in 1898, 18984, and 1895 he got $50,000; from 
1896 to 1900 inclusive he got $75,000. A year 
later his salary was raised to $100, 000. ;

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PLAN PROPOSED TO DRAIN 
CALUMET HUNTING MARSHES 


Preserves of the Tolleston Gun Club Are 
Likely to Be Converted Into Farm 
Land of Great Value, 


The ditch commissioners of Lake county 
Ind., are projecting the reclamation. of the 
hunting marshes which range for miles along 
the Calumet river on both sides. These 
marshes include the celebrated hunting pre- 
serves of the Tolleston Gun club of Chicago, 
comprisimtg thousands of acres of valuable 
wild rice fields. The reclaiming of the 
marshes will destroy the big hunting pre- 
serves, but the land reclaimed will be the 
most valuable farming. land in Indiana. 

It was intended at first that the project 
should only embrace the land adjacent to 
Hammond, but the’ work of, cutting a new 
channel and deepening the Calumet river 
bed will affect not only the low land in that 
vicinity but the, ,emtire Calumet system. It 
will take @ year or more to finish the work 
and the entire cost has hot*yet been. esti- 
mated by the eommhissioners, who-have spen* 
a month in going over the ground making 
data for benefit assesements.

wiser counselors abroad than it had at 


home. The truth probably is that the pres- 
sure from Great Britain was far stronger 
than that from the United States. 

It is clear enough ftom the disturbed con- 
ditions now existing at the Japanese capital 
and in other cities that Japan was ripe for 
peace and needed to make it, and that under 
these conditions of popular feeling it was 
neither wise nor was it fit to carry on war 
much longer. The only apology which can 
be made, for such disgraceful conduct is that 


those who ‘are making the trouble are not 


those who have been fighting Japan’s bat- 


‘tles. As American soldiers at the close of 


the civil war accepted the situation and 
fraternized with each other, so the Russian 
and Japanese soldiers were reconciled and 
ready for peace. They knew the hardships 
of war, and they were satisfied to stop fight- 


ing unless there were good and sufficient 


reasons to continue it and some important 
result was to be achieved. Probably time 
will show that the conclusion of peace, no 
matter where or when effected, was the 
most fortunate thing that could have hap- 
pened for Japan. The coolest headed men 
who have discussed the situation are agreed 
that there was no way to exact a large in- 
Even if the war had 
been continued and the Japanese had got 
to Harbin, Russia would have been no more 
inclined to pay an indemnity than now. 

It is most unfortunate that the mob should 


fave behaved in such a way 4s to excite ill 


feeling in the United States, when Japan 
is so much in need of support and cannot 
look ‘elsewhere for it except to England. It 
needs money to recoup its losses, which 
must be raised by loans, and these loans 
since the beginning of the war have been 
placed in this country and in England. 
Without their financial help Japan could not 
have overcome Russia. The best that can 
he said for Japan is that it has undeveloped 
resources and industrial and economical! ca- 
pacities which need improving. Its people 


erease their manufacturing resources and 
turn out large amounts of textile and other 
‘fabrics. To this extent Japan may some 
day be a competitor with England and the 
United States, and, when fully developed, 
it may be able to sustair a large indebted- 
ness without having to depend upon other 
nations. But for some time to come it must 
look abroad for loans. As things are now 
in Japan people in the United States can- 
not be expected to purchase. new Japanese 
bonds to any extent. It is a trying time for 
the Japanese government. 


POLICY HOLDERS SHOULD CONTROL. 

The leading life insurance companies of 
‘New York, except the Equitable, have pro- 
fessed to be “ mutual” companies. They 
belong to the policy holders; it has been as- 
serted in advertiseménts and by agents, and 
are run exclusively in their interest. The 
degree of control the owners have been given 
a chance to exercise over their property is 
shown by the testimony at the investiga- | 
tion of insurance methods by a committee 
of the New York legislature which is now 
in progress. The New York Life has 800,- 
000 policy holders. Supposedly it is their 
right to elect the company’s trustees. As a 
matter of fact, however, the policy holders 
never have been sent advance notices of an 
election, and 2,328 of them is the most that 
have voted at any annual meeting in ten 
years. The New York Mutual has 650,000 
policy holders. ‘They never have been sent 
notices of the annual meetings, and an aver- 
age of about 200 have voted at the elections 
of trustees. The trustees of a mutual! com- 
pany choose its officers. The officers have 
in the past selected the policy holders who 
were to be given a chance to vote for trus- 
tees, and in many instances have held their 
proxies. Practically, therefore, the officers 
have elected the trustees. 

With the trustees choosing the officers and 
the officers electing the trustees it is plain 
that the accountability of the managements 
of the mutual companies to their policy 
holders has been purely fictitious. For the

No undue attention must be ascribed to 
the threats of the Norwegians to proclaim 
a republic, which was merely made for the 
purposa of hastening King Oscar and his son, 
the regent of Sweden, as ‘well as King Chris- 
tian of Denmark, into giving a reply to the 
proposals which have been made to them 
for the election either of Prince Charles 
of Sweden, married to a daughter of the 
crown prince and crown princess of Den- 
mark, or of Prince Charles of Denmark. 
married to the youngest daughter of King 
Edward, toi the throne of Norway. 

True, the Norwegians are in many senses 
of the word the most democratic peopletn 
Europe, and it is the only monarchical 
country where the nobles do not exceed a 
score or so alltold. Indeed, they may be said 
to be in many senses of*the word republican 
at heart. But yet, although most practical, 
they have a sentimental side to their charac- 
ter. They cannot forget that Norway has an 
unbroken tradition of monarchy covering 
more than 1,000 years, and they claim that 
Norway was the first country in Europe to 
be organized into a homogeneous state under 
one sovereign. To proclaim a republic would 
be, therefore, to break this time honored 
tradition. 

Moreover, the Norwegians are conyinced 
that they will more speedily obtain recogni- 
tion of their separate existence and more 
easily adjust their relations with other 
monarchical states under a sovereign than 
under a republic. Family connections still 
count for something in modern Ehrope—more 
particularly in the case of the smaller states, 
and the upshot was that it was decided by 
the Norwegians to retain the monarchical 
form 6f government. The matter lies, as I 
said before, between Prince Charles of Den- 
mark and Prince Charles of Sweden, some 
favoring the ‘latter, while others, including 
the acting minister of foreign: affairs at 
Christiania, prefer Prince Charles.of Den- 
mark. Who of the two will eventually have 
the crown it is difficult as yet to say. 

Inasmuch as the relations between the kai- 
ser and the king of Saxony are strained just 
at present, it is not probable that. the em- 
peror will approve of King Edward availing 
himself of just this particular time to confer 
the Order. of the Garter upon the ruler of 
Saxony, the mission of investing the latter 
with the insignia being intrusted to the duke 
of Connaught, who is to attend the grand 
maneuvers of the German army ten days 
hence on the emperor's invitation. 

In conferring the Order of the Garter upon 
the king of Saxony: Edward VII. is prompted 
by dynastic considerations rather than by 
any sentiments of personal sympathy. For 
the king of Saxony is.one of the chiefs of 
that great European royal house of Saxony 
to which King Edward and his children be- 
long through his father, the late Albert of 
Saxe-Coburg, prince consort of England and 
duke of Saxony. Leopold of Belgium, King 
Carlos of Portugal, Prince Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia, the grand duke of Saxe-Weimar, and 
the sovereign dukes of Saxe-Meiningen and 
Saxe-Coburg-Gofha and Saxe-Altenburg, 
also form part thereof, and the British ruler, 
like his mother, ths late Queen Victoria, 
thinks it well to keep up and to foster these 
family ties for dynastic as well as political 
purposes. That is why King Frederick Au- 
gustus is receiving the Order of the Garter, 
which was worn by his father, uncle, and 
grandfather before him.. 

a 

It is difficult to understand why Prof. Alex- 
ander Ular, author of ‘“‘ Russia from Within ” 
—without exception the most scurrilous book 
that has ever been printed about the reigning 
house of Russia—should be invariably de- 
scribed in cable dispatches and in the Amer- 
ican press as the mouthpiece and the familiar 
spirit of M. de Witte, and the persons who 
have originated this report can only have 
done so with the object of injuring Russia's 
most eminent statesman in the eyes of his 
sovereign. 

For in the book in question Prof. U lar de- 
votes a considerable portion thereof to a bit- 
ter attack on M. de Witte and upon his meth- 
ods of government. He describes his financial 
system as ‘“ wicked in the extreme,’’ and al- 
leges that Witte practiced “ wholesale ex- 
tortion from all kinds of sources and the.em- 
ployment of the amounts thus obtained toin- 
crease the credit of the country and his own 
personal prestige, and the utilizing of this in- 
crease to procure still more important 
amounts of money abroad. In fact, one of 
the most vicious attacks that has ever been 
made against M. de Witte is contained pre- 
cisely in ‘* Russia from Within,” and similar 
evidences of animosity toward M. de Witte 
are to be found in Ular’s articles published 
in the Contemporary Review and in. other 
English magazines.

Some weeks ago, in denying in these letters 
the statement that the widowed infant Car- 
los of Spain was about to marry his dead 
wife’s younger sister—the only surviving 
sister of King Alfonso—lI Intimated that she 
was far more likely to become the bride of 
Prince Ferdinand of Bavaria.

concrete instances, such as the hostile ac- 
tivities of the Japanese government in the 
Philippines, of which I have already given an 
account in my letters to THE TRIBUNE. 
They have insisted from the first, more- 
over, that the same influence is behind the 
Chinese boycott of our commerce, Japan’s 
obvious purpose being to monopolize that 


’ field herself. 


Of course, as Mr. Harold Bolce, the trade 
expert of the treasury department, has all 
along contended, the United States has a 
certain traffic with Asia which cannot- be 
taken away from us and which no combina- 
tion, no matter how unfriendly and powerful, 
can take away. But that consists of certain 
raw materials which cannot be had else- 
where, such as cotton, for example. In man- 
ufactured goods, Mr. Bolce shows, our busi- 
ness does not increase at all—on the contrary 
it has been steadily declining—and this Japan 


evidently intends to capture for herself. She. 


may be counted on, therefore, to buy certain 
of our staples for the simple reason that 
she has to, but in all other respects she is our

Real Hostility to Americans. 

The popular outburst in Tokio evidently | 
was inspired by hostility to Americans, and, 
as any one can see, it included Japanese offl- 
cials only to the extent to which they were 
supposed to be in sympathy with Americans. 
There can be no doubt that the Harriman 
party was in great danger, and as little 
doubt that the Japanese functionaries in- 
volved in the outrage were attacked solely 
because of their relatifns, real or suspected, 
with that party. 

Making all due allowance for the indigna- 
tion of the Japanese masses over what they 
ignorantly supposed to be a shameful sur- 
render of the fruits of victory as the result 
of President Roosevelt’s intervention, it is 
still a safe assumption that the ferment was 
of much older origin and even deeper rancor. 
Nor will it do to say that the Japanese rabble 
acted upon blind impulse altogether, for the 
newspapers, with only one or two exceptions, 
were equally resentful and, in fact, preached 
to their readers the goSpel of violent and 
savage protest, In the absence of an un- 
derlying sentiment of hatred, they wouid 
probably have preached in vain. 

The Japanese people have shown thet- 
selves the exemplars of the highest qualities 
of patriotism, and in the absence of some 
powerful antecedent animus would have 
waited patiently for an explanation of the 
Portsmouth compact. The truth is, as will 
be seen later on, that they long have held us 
in resolute and bitter enmity.

Work for Secretary Root. 

That Secretary Root will find his task 
cut out for him would be true enough, even 
if this Japanese affair were all there is of it. 
For reasons which I have never been able 
to understand our government and our peo- 
ple have sided with Japan from the begin- 
ning of the conflict—before it took the 
shape of actual war—and exhibited a cor- 
responding" hostility in respect of Russia. 

The Japanese have every reason to be 
grateful to Americans, so far as concerns 
the Surface‘indications. But it is now clear 
that they are not grateful at all—decidedly 
inimical, indeed—and there are those who 
hold that this condition is not explicable on 
the theory that their only grievance resides 
in our successful effort to bring about the 
treaty of peace. 

Just how Mr. Root is to handle this emer- 
gency, beyond the exaction of a Pickwickian 
apology, is not so clear. I note the sugges- 
tion that the Japanese government be in- 
duced to explain the whole matter to the 
Japanese people, explaining how we have 
ldved, admired, and sided with them from 
the outset, and in the end persuading them 
to give us their affection and confidence 
again... That might serve some useful pur 
pose, though I don’t believe it. The expedi- 
ent of appealing to the Japanese populace 
for a recognition of our good feelmg and 
honest purpose would hardly be dignified, nor 
is there any reason to suppose that it woulé 
be useful. In any case, it would be origina) 
to the point of the grotesque. e 

Mr. Root’ may see his way out of it wher 
he takes up the question in serious earnest 
Let us hope he will. \But for the time being 
no one of my acquaintance can perceive in 


“the situation anything less distasteful or 


humiliating than a snub We shall have 
to content ourselves, I fancy, with a grimac- 
ing oriental apology for the wicked partner 
and those who have had experftence with 
orientals and intelligence enough to convert 
it into information will tell you’ what that 
particular brand of apology is worth. 

One consoling reflection is that Mr. Root 
makes a specialty of common sense, We 
shall, therefore, probably be spared’. the 
further absurdity of entering into a lovers’ 
reconciliation with Japan.

Miss Hansen met him occasion- 
ally at dinner parties, and he gave her the 
impression of “an unusual, unspoiled, good, 
aud noble man.’’ That he would be her 
future husband did not enter her mind, nor 
did she seem to have made any deep im- 
pression upon him. Taylor was only then 
recovering from the death of his first love, 
a young woman to whom he had been mar- 
ried on her. deathbed. 


Four years later Taylor again visited 
Gotha, bringing with him his two sisters and 
a brother. He renewed his acquaintance with 
Miss Hansen, and it was not long after that 
that they were married “in the pleasant 
little court chapel in Castle Friedenstein.” 
Young Taylor and his wife went almost im- 
mediately to London, and soon after their 
arrival made Thackeray’s acquaintance. 
Mrs. Taylor writes that she found “ con- 
firmed in his person the characteristics which 
I had guessed at from his works—a warm 
heart under the mask of scathing satire. 
On the occasion of a small dinner which he 
gave us he said to my husband, after the 
gentlemen had rejoined the ladies in the 
drawing room: ‘ By the bye, I must give you 
a wedding present. What shall it be? Then 
going to an é6tagére he took down a silver 
inkstand and gave it to his friend, in spite of 
the evident displeasure of his youngesé 
daughter, usually so amiable, who exclaimed, 
with all the nafvete of her fifteen years: 
*O, not that one, papa!’ But papa gave no 
heed, and a few days later sent\ us the gi/t. 
with. the inscription. eggrayed, upon it: W. 
M. ‘Thackeray to Bayard: Taylor, Oct: +27, 
1857: > 

The Taylors only staid in London a short 
time. Then they came on to America, landing 
in New York and putting up at the old Astor 
house. Among their visitors at this old hos- 
telry were Horace Greeley, “of ponderous 
form, with a round face, a healthy complex- 
ion, light blue eyes, long, scanty, pale yellow 
hair, and a pleasant, half absent minded ex-~ 
pression.”” After him came Charles Dana. 
associate editor of the Tribune, “* jovial and 
versatile, who spoke German almost without 
an accent.”” And George P. Putnam, the “ in- 
telligent publisher of Bayard Taylor’s prose 
works, who greeted me with cordial bon- 
homie.”” Other guests were the Stoddards, 
whom Mrs. Taylor was particularly anxious 
to meet, as they were intimate friends of 
her husband. Stoddard she describes as “‘ of 
medium stature and slender build, with dark 
hair and beard, he was all open heartedness, 
candid in everything he said, and bubbling 
over with wit and humor.’” Mrs. Stoddard 
was smaller. “ Her hair was dark browp 
and thick, her eyes a dark gray, while her 
features indicated a decided character com- 
bined with great intensity and esprit. Ali 
her utterances were cleverly turned, and she 
vied with her husband in witty remarks. 
She at once took possessicn of me on the 
certain presumption that we should be 
friends; and after the many years which have 
intervened, considering the great divergence 
of our characters and dispositions, she still 
remains that one among ‘my friends witb 
whom I am most intimate and in whose so- 
ciety I find the greatest mental stimulus. ’

Since Mrs. Taylor wrote the foregoing both 
Mr. and Mrs. Stoddard have died. 

The Taylors did not stay long in New York, 
but moved on to Kennett Square in Pennsyl- 
vania, which was Taylor’s old home. While 
Taylor always felt that Kennett Square was 
his home, he lived a large part of his life in 
New York, and their house was a meeting 
place for all the well known men and women 
of letters of that time. ‘*‘ We were a nest of 
singing birds,’’ wrote Stoddard of those days. 
George H. Boker, whose drama, “* Francesca 
da Rimini,’’ was just being enacted, ** some- 
times dropped in from Philadelphia; T. B. 
Aldrich, who had made his début as a poet, 
was a frequent guest and Edmund Clarence 
Stedman soon after became a member of our 
circle and one-of our nearest friends. Taylor 
one day announced him to Stoddard as a new 
poet, whose acquaintance he had just made. 
‘A néw poet?’ said Stoddard, shrugging his 
shoulders; ‘and what has he written? ‘ The 
Diamond Wedding,’ was the answer; ‘ the 
poem which you read yesterday in the paper. 
And I have invited him to visit us, for I know 
you will like him.’ Charles G. Leland, the
